Nation in Tribute to Hoover

WASHINGTON 'AP) - Pres- 


>dent Nixon today led the na- 
tion in last tributes to J. Edgar 
Hoover, calling him a giant, a 
legend and an American in- 
stitution. 


Nixon said the FBI. which 


Hoover spent 4* years building 
into a worid-renowned law en- 
forcement institution, will stand 
as a living memorial to Hoover. 


And be called on Americans 


to live the spirit of law and or- 
der as a continuing tribute to 
Hoover. 


'J. Edgar Hoover loved the 


law, his God," Nixon said. "He 
loved the law, his country. And 
he richly earned peace through 
all eternity." 
' Nixon delivered a eulogy to 
•he fallen FBI chief at the Na- 
\onal 
Presbyterian 
Church. 


here Hoover had been a dea- 


_on. 


Hoover was found dead at his 


home Tuesday morning. 


The 1,200-seat church was 


filled with presidential aides. 
Cabinet members, members of 
Congress, diplomats, and public 
mourn ers. 


Mrs. Dwight D. Eisenhower 


sat near the President. Vice 
President Spiro T. Agnew at- 
tended. 


"One of the tragedies of life 


is that as a rule a man's true 
greatness is recognized only in 
death," Nixon said. "J. Edgar 
Hoover was one of the rare ex- 


ceptions to that rule. He be- 
came a living legend while still 
a young man and he lived up to 
that legends as the decades 
passed." 


Nixon said Hoover person- 


ified integrity, honor, principle, 
courage, discipline, dedication, 
loyalty and patriotism. 


"We can pay him no greater 


tribute than to live these vir- 
tues." he said. "To love the law 
as he loved it and to give full 


cooperation to the law enforce- 
ment profession which he did 
so much to advance." 


The service was nationally 


broadcast live on radio and 
television. 


A private burial service was 


planned today in Congressional 
Cemetery, only a few blocks 
from Hoover's boyhood home 
and not far from the Capitol 
where his body lay in state for 
24 hours.

Q. I recently began working as 


a waitress. My wages per hour 
are not high; however, I am a 
good worker and people have 
been generous to me with their 
tips. My employer says I must 
tell him how much I collect in 
tips. Is this the law? 


A. Yes, providing your tips 


exceed $20 per month. The law 
not only requires your employer 
to keep a record of your tips, it 
also requires that you furnish 
him a report in writing on or 
before the 10th day following the 
month in which the tips were 
received. A report of your tips is 
not required if they amount to 
less than $20 in any month. 


Q. Does my employer have to 


pay the employer's share of my 
social security contributions on 
tips? 


A. No. He pays only the em- 


ployer's share on the wages he 
pays you. On the reported tips 
you must pay your share of the 
social security contribution up to 
the annual maximum of $7800 for 
wages and tips combined. The 
employer is exempt by law from 
paying the social security con- 
tribution on your tips 


Q. I usually collect all the tips 


at the tables I serve, later I share 
them with other employees like 
the bus boys. What amount do I 
report ? 


A. Report on your Tip Record

Byers 
was joined by two 


economists in calling for the 
Senate antitrust and monopoly 
subcommittee to vote against a 
pending bill which would allow 
the American Basketball Asso- 
ciation and the National Bas- 
ketball Association to merge. 


In a somewhat surprising 


move, several other heads of 
amateur 
sports organizations 


backed the merger 
measure 


but asked that some safeguards 
be written into the bill. 


"A merger of the two profes- 


sional leagues might result in a 
positive atmosphere for basket- 
ball at the collegiate level if 
certain considerations are pro- 
vided for," said BUI Wall, ath- 
letic director and basketball 
coach at MacMurray College 
and president of the National

Coaches. 


"We hope that any legislation 


in this area will provide ...

game telecasts be permitted on 
Tuesday, Friday or Saturday;

Biological Tides May 
Result in Murders 


M I A M I . Fla. ( A P I - Out- 


breaks of murder may be trig- 
gered by the moon tugging on 
"biological tides" inside the hu- 
man body, a team 
of psy- 


chiatric researchers has found. 


Dr. Arnold L. Lieber, a sen- 


ior resident in psychiatry' at the 
University of Miami's medical 
school, said Wednesday a two- 
year study had established a 
"scientifically sound relation- 
ship" between phases of the 
moon and the murder rate in 
Dade County. 


Lieber said a chart of Miami- 


area homicides over the last 15 
years plotted according to 
moon phases looks remarkably 
like a chart of ocean tides. 


Using 
computer 
programs, 


Lieber and Dr. Carolyn R. She- 
rin of the University of Miami, 
analyzed nearly 1,900 murders 
that occurred between 1956 and 
1970. 


The data revealed that the 


county's murder rate began to 
rise about 24 hours before the 
full moon, reached a peak at 
full moon, then dropped back 
before climbing again to a sec- 
ondary peak at the new moon. 


While the effect of the moon's 


gravitational pull on humans is 
small, Lieber said it may be 
enough to touch off emotional 
instability 
in 
"borderline" 


cases. This instability is reflect- 
ed in the murder rate, which he 
terms a reliable measure of its 
effect 
on the general popu- 


lation. 


Lieber said the makeup of 


the body itself helped him turn 
to the concept of "biological 
tides" to explain the phenome- 
non. The body is "a microcosm 
comprising 
essentially 
the 


same elements and in similar 
proportions as the earth's sur- 
face—approximately 
80 
per 


cent water and 20 per cent min- 
erals," he said. 


"1 feel that eventually we are 


going to show that any organ- 
ism, human or animal, is an in- 
tegral part of the universe and 
responds to changes like vari- 
ations in the solar cycle and 
the lunar cycle." 


When the moon and sun are 


in proper position to exert their 
greatest gravitational force on 
the earth, Lieber added, there 
seems to be even a more 
marked increase in "ruthless 
and bizarre" violent crime.

In Faulkner 
Group Seeks Vote Machines 


LITTLE 
ROCK (AP) - 


Thomas A. Glaze, attorney for 
a group seeking voting machin- 
es in Faulkner County, said 
Wednesday that county officials 
were taking a "big daddy" ap- 
proach to the voters. 


In a brief filed with the state 


Supreme Court, Glaze said a 
few officials were thwarting the 
will of a majority of the voters 
in the county. 


County voters approved the 


use of voting machines in 1968, 
but no provision was made for 
their purchase. County officials 
have said the county does not 
have enough money to buy the 
machines. 


Glaze represents Robert T. 


Kirkwood of Conway, chairman 
of a group of residents trying to 
obtain the machines. 


Kirkwood 
filed 
a 
suit in 


Faulkner County Circuit Court 
against 
the 
county 
Election 


Commission and County Judge 
Jesse Carter to compel the pur- 
chase or lease of voting ma- 
chines. 


Circuit Court Judge Russell 


C. Roberts ruled last November 
that the county had sufficient 


funds to purchase the machines 
and ordered the election com- 
mission to initiate a plan to buy 
or lease them. 


However, Roberts also said 


the commission had complete 
discretion 
to determine 
the 


number 
of 
machines 
that 


should be leased or bought. 
Kirkwood is appealing this part 
of the judge's ruling. 


Glaze said Roberts erred in 


holding that the number of vot- 
ing machines to be purchased 
was left to the discretion of the 
county election commission. 


"The question or issue actual- 


ly posed by this suit is whether 
or not the actions of a few can 
serve to thwart the will of a 
majority 
of voters who ex- 


pressed their wishes and desir- 
es by ballot at a duly held elec- 
tion," Glaze said. 


"Appellant respectfully sub- 


mits that the paternalistic or 
'big daddy' approach of certain 
public officials to the voters 
that (1) they should have voted 
a millage to purchase such ma- 
chines or (2) the voters did not 
know what they were voting on, 
is not in keeping with our elec- 


tion system," Glaze said. "The 
vote of the people should be fi- 
nal and implemented by their 
county officers. 


"The 
people 
in 
Faulkner 


County did vote for machines to 
be purchased and then installed 
throughout the county. It could 
not possibly be contemplated 
by the electorate that they 
would still not have machines 
3^ years later, nor that a be- 
lated plan would be initiated to 
purchase 
one 
machine 
per 


year. Incredulous as it may 
seem, this was exactly the situ- 
ation at the time the suit was 
filed."

ISTANBUL 
(AP) - 
Four 


Turkish airplane hijackers sur- 
rendered to Bulgarian author- 
ities in Sofia today although the 
Turkish government was re- 
ported to have rejected their 
demands to free six terrorists- 
three of them condemned to 
death—in Turkey. 


The 
hijackers 
abandoned 


their threats to blow up the 
plane and those aboard, For- 
eign Minister Haluk Bayulken 
told parliament a short time 
after the Bulgarian Telegraph 
Agency reported from Sofia: 
"The group of armed youths 
who forced the jet aircraft of 
the Turkish civil airlines to 
land at Sofia, left the aircraft 
and handed over their weapons 
to the Bulgarian 
authorities.

The 
semiofficial 
Anatolia 


News Agency, citing unofficial 
sources, reported earlier that 
the hijackers' 
demands had

The Turkish Airlines DC9 was 


hijacked Wednesday while on a 
flight from Ankara to Istanbul. 
There 
were 
63 passengers 


aboard at the time, but some 
were allowed to leave the plane 
to receive medical treatment. 


The hijackers, three students 


and 
a 
photographer, 
have 


allowed two passengers off the 
plane to receive medical treat- 
ment. Two of the three stew- 
ardesses also were allowed off 
the plane for medical aid. 


During the night groups of 


passengers were allowed off the 
jet for a breath of air. 


The plane, sitting at an edge 


of 
Sofia 
airport, 
was sur- 


rounded by police, fire trucks 
and ambulances. However, air 
traffic at the airport was not 
affected. 


Bulgaria already has granted 


the hijackers political asylum, 
because of "concern for the 
lives of persons on board the 
aircraft, according to the Bul- 
garian News Agency. 


In Istanbul government lead- 


ers met again in emergency 
session, to consider the hijack- 
ers' demands. 


Wallace Favored in Tennessee Vote

NASHVILLE, Tenn. (AP) - 


George C. Wallace and a school 
busing referendum, two of the 
hottest political items in Ten- 
nessee, generated the ballot ex- 
citement today in this state's 
first presidential primary. 


Polls open at 7 a.m. they 


close as late as 8 p.m. CDT in 
Memphis at the western end of 
the state. 


Wallace was expected to car- 


ry the state and most of the 
nine congressional districts and 
all of the 49 Tennessee dele- 


gates to the Democratic Nation- 
al Convention. 


Tennessee would be Wallace's 


first primary 
victory outside 


the Deep South and he predicts 
it will be a springboard to a 
northern breakthrough in Mich- 
igan May 16. 


On the crowded Democratic 


ballot with him were Sen. Hu- 
bert H. Humphrey, Sen. George 
McGovern, Sen. Edmund 
S. 


Muskie and seven others. Presi- 
dent Nixon and Reps. Paul N. 
McCloskey and John M. Ash- 
brook were on the Republican 
side. Nixon was expected to 


win by a wide margin. 


Crossover voting by Republi- 


cans was expected to help Wal- 
lace and was one reason given 
by potential Democratic con- 
vention delegates who are hin- 
ting they may not vote for Wal- 
lace at the Miami Beach con- 
vention even if he carries Ten- 
nessee. 


Delegates, although technical- 


ly bound by the primary results 
for up to two ballots, are se- 
lected separately in caucuses 
which have been dominated so 
far by McGovern supporters, 
blacks, women and youth. 


The busing referendum asks 


the voters if they favor a con- 
stitutional amendment to ban 
busing for the sake of racial 
balance in public schools. 


Wallace has gone virtually 


unchallenged 
in 
Tennessee. 


Humphrey had not campaigned 
here. McGovern has not visited 
the state but has local organ- 
izations. Sen. Henry M. Jack- 
son was building a promising 
campaign last winter but left 
for good when Wallace moved 
in. Rep. Shirley Chisholm has 
campaigned for the large black 
vote in Memphis.

As an example of what 


fair trade prices mean to the 
consumer, a New England 
chain of discount stores de- 
cided earlier this year to 
ignore the prices stipulated 
by the maker of a widely 
sold line of watches. For a 
while, it was selling the 
watches for 25 to 30 per cent 
less than competitors who 
stuck to fair-trade prices. 
Then the manufacturer got 
a court order, forcing the 
chain to sell at the higher, 
fixed prices, or not at all. 


A witness before the Fed- 


eral Price Commission re- 
cently blasted manufactur- 
ers who "apparently choose 
to sabotage the nation's anti- 
inflationary efforts by pro- 
tecting their high prices be- 
hind the fair trade shield. 
The spokesman, urging re- 
peal of federal backup legis- 
lation for the fair trade laws, 
was Kurt Barnard, executive 
vice-president of Mass Re- 
tailing Institute, an associa- 
tion representing more than 
10,000 discount stores. 


It is individual states that 


enact fair trade laws—but 
since they're price-fixing de- 
vices, in violation of federal 
antitrust 
laws, 
they 
are 


made possible only by fed- 
eral legislation that exempts 
the fair trade laws from anti- 
trust regulations. 


Barnard, in asking for re- 


peal of the federal exemp- 
tive legislation, t o l d the 
Price Commission that fair 
trade laws are "flatly in 
conflict with your Economic 
Stabilization Program." 


But whatever view federal 


policy makers may take of 
fair-trade prices, they're due 
to come under direct attack 
soon by strong merchandis- 
ing groups. At a national 
meeting of appliance deal- 
ers on the West Coast, the 
subject of fair trade laws got 
long and heated discussion 
behind closed doors. 


Now. we've been told, at 


least four major buying or- 
ganizations in the appliance 
field have legal staffs chart- 
ing the course for a defiance 
of the price-fixing laws. Ac- 
tion is expected within a 
matter of weeks.

ister. Spokesmen for the food 
and drug industries privately 
expressed alarm at the idea but 
withheld public statements until 
they have time to study the 
proposals. 


Patterned in the spirit of the 


Freedom of Information Act, 
the FDA's open-files plan is be- 
lieved to go further than any 
other federal regulatory agen- 
cy's. 


Basically, the FDA proposes 


to make public safety and ef- 
fectiveness data for food addi- 
tives, color additives and anti- 
biotic drugs unless companies 
can demonstrate the informa- 
tion should remain secret. 


In the case of food and drug 


companies that already have 
submitted 
confidential 
mate- 


rial, the FDA said it would give 
them six months to justify con- 
tinued secrecy. 


Much of the drus information 


the FDA said, "is still highly 
valuable in that it gives the 
company
